President Jerry L. Carl: I see you up there, David
Rodgers. Go right ahead.

David Rodgers, Vice President of Economic Development,
Mobile Area Chamber of Commerce: Thank you, Commissioners.
Thank you again for allowing us to come in and talk to you
today about this program. I am here to speak for these
twenty (20) applications the volunteer committee has
provided as a recommendation to this Commission for
approval. The total number of the twenty (20) applicants
for today is over one hundred fifty (150) employees and
total grants of one hundred thirty thousand seventy dollars
($130,070.00). While we went through the review process of
the grant after we got about halfway through and saw how we
could certainly help out more companies at the request of
this Commission, we took a step back, looked at our
methodology, and how we could spread this money out
further. We are excited about this. There are a few at
our new allotment of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) that
are on here. How we came up with that for our methodology
is these companies represent the ninetieth percentile (90%)
of employees of applicants. We took all of our applicants
and made a percentile for everybody based off of the number
of employees. We felt they had a significant impact to
this community and were in line with being able to get the
maximum award of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) for
these grants. The volunteer committee met last week and
will be having a future meeting. To date, the
recommendations from the volunteer committee is
ninety-three (93) total applicants and companies that
represents eight hundred fifty-one thousand dollars

($851,000.00) . There were thirty-seven (37) applicants we
provided that will be advertised and for a future meeting
for this Commission to look at as well. 1In total that

represents over six hundred twenty-five (625) employees in
our community. When you start to look at these numbers and
how big the impact is of this grant program that was formed
by this Commission, your leadership has truly helped
companies to keep these employees going and keep these
families thriving during this time. That is unprecedented
for so many of these small businesses. Again, thank you
for your leadership. I am here to answer any questions you
may have.

Commissioner Connie Hudson: I just want to say thank
you so much for being here and that excellent report. This
grant program is doing exactly what we intended it to do
and that is to provide a lifeline to these small businesses
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and to spread it out as much as we can. The methodology
being employed by the volunteer committee is doing exactly
that. Thank you very much.

David Rodgers: Absolutely.

President Carl: Did we ever get any of the other
companies in town to chip in with us? I know we had hoped
to get their help.

David Rodgers: We continue to ask. Unfortunately, we
did not. I think a little bit of that was there were a lot
of people with their hands out to a lot of our private
industries. A lot of entities and non-profits were looking
for help during this time as well. I think we had a lot of
competition on some of this. Unfortunately, we were not
able to receive any additional funding.

The only time we have
come close to getting a little bit of information was the
preliminary surveyors had heard retirement homes. We would
like to know what this is since it is in between our
subdivision and a Mobile County middle school.

President Carl: Jay Ross, are we able to discuss what
it is?

Jay Ross, County Attorney: You are welcome to.
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President Carl: This is going to be a Publix Grocery
Store. The way I remember the plans being laid out, the
back of the store will be towards the middle school. The
front of the store will be facing Cottage Hill Road and
McFarland Road from the back corner.

Jay Ross: That is correct.

President Carl: It will be a very nice development.
There are no apartments.

Jack French: Yes. I did hear that yesterday. It
doesn’t look big enough for a big Publix Grocery Store. If
so, I want a gate to it. I like Publix and there is
nothing wrong with them. Anyway, I have my information.

We have been working on that
project for a number of years. It has been at least five
(5) years since we began working on the project. The money
we are talking about here will be for a turn lane that will
be added and in four (4) to six (6) years, you will see
Cottage Hill Road widened from Dawes Road to past McFarland

probably eight hundred (800) feet west of McFarland Road.

Jamie Strong, 9257 Livingstone Lane, Mobile, AL: 1I'11
let you talk to Gina Danzey.

President Jerry L. Carl: Okay.
Gina Danzey, 9304 Livingston Lane, Mobile, AL: We are

requesting information about the resurveying of Lots 1-4 of
Livingstone Estates Correction Plat.
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Matthew Barclift, Engineering Development Manager:
This subdivision of property is taking four (4) previously
divided lots and recombining them into two (2) lots as part
of a proposed development. We have received a set of plans
for an apartment complex. A representative from the
engineering group is here today. This is just the division
of the land ahead of the apartment complex.

President Carl: Which set of these plans are we
looking at?

Matthew Barclift: It should be the third one in the
group, Resurvey of Lots 1-4 of Livingstone Estates
Correction Plat with Herndon Hicks and Associates. The
title block is on the left hand side instead of the right
hand side.

President Carl: Okay. Do you have someone here from
the engineering firm to talk to us about this? Is this the
final plat or is this just a vote to look at it?

Matthew Barclift: This is the final plat. They will
record this and it would redivide it into the two (2) lots.

President Carl: Okay. What type of apartment complex
are we looking at?

Matthew Barclift: I am not sure, Commissioner. Since
we do not have zoning, we do not look at a type of
apartment complex other than it’s a multi-family. As I
understand it, this is an L-shaped building with fifty-six
(56) units, three (3) stories high, and amenities around
it. We may want to look and see, but I believe the
Commission has already approved the funding for this
apartment complex.

President Carl: That tells me what type of apartment
complex it is.

Lee Rambo, Jade Consulting LLC: Good afternoon. My
name is Lee Rambo and I am with Jade Consulting LLC. We're
the civil engineering firm for this development. I am
happy to answer any questions you might have on the plat.

President Carl: Did y’all consider having a public
meeting with the neighbors around the plat to talk to them
about this development?

Lee Rambo: No, sir. We did not.

President Carl: Have you considered it?

Lee Rambo: We have not had a discussion with the
developer about having one.
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President Carl: Okay. I suggest we hold off on
voting for this until you have a chance to look at that. I
think the neighborhood should have a chance to hear about
this. Quite honestly, this has me off guard. I don’t know
where I missed it. I propose we put this particular one
off until they have had a chance to talk with the
neighborhoods and the development around it.

Lee Rambo: Yes, sir. Are you going to hold it over
until next month and schedule a public meeting?

President Carl: We’ll hold it over until you have a
chance to schedule a public meeting. You need to schedule
the public meeting and have it with the neighborhoods.

Lee Rambo: Yes, sir.

President Carl: That is what I have done in the past
with the other apartment complexes that want to move out in
that area, and actually hear from the neighbors. Let them
understand what you’re trying to do. That’s the biggest
thing. People hear apartment complex and they panic. We
have had traffic issues out there. We have congestion
issues, especially right there in front of the school.

That is where this is going, right in front of the school,
correct?

Lee Rambo: Yes, sir. It is going across the street
from the school property.

President Carl: We already have tons of traffic
issues going on there now. Commissioners, I would suggest
we pull the Resurvey of Lots 1-4 of Livingstone Estates
Correction Plat and give them a chance to have a public
meeting. Am I okay to do that, Jay?

Commissioner Merceria Ludgood: I have a question
before we do that. Matthew, have they satisfied all of the
requirements for the final plat?

Matthew Barclift: Yes, ma’am. They have satisfied
all of the requirements for the subdivision plat.

Commissioner Ludgood: Okay.

President Carl: Okay. We are going to pull the
Resurvey of Lots 1-4 of Livingstone Estates Correction
Plat. Lee, you are welcome to contact me at my office and
I’11 help you put it together. I think the people in the
neighborhood and around this proposed site have a right to
hear what is coming.

Lee Rambo: Yes, sir. Is that anything that could be
tied with our land disturbance permit versus approval of a
plat?
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President Carl: ©No. I like to give the neighbors
around the plat a chance to speak before we approve
anything further.

Lee Rambo: Yes, sir.

Jay Ross, County Attorney: Do you want to set it for
the next Commission meeting, hoping they have covered that
base by then?

President Carl: I do not think we need to set it
until they do it.

Commissioner Connie Hudson: I certainly do not have
any problem at all with an informational meeting between
the developer and the neighbors. I am just wondering if

they satisfied requirements, does the County have any
discretion in this matter other than asking for a delay?

Jay Ross: If they have satisfied our subdivision
regulations, based on some other compelling reason the
County Commission is obligated to approve the subdivision
of the property.

Commissioner Hudson: I would recommend if we are
going to hold this over, let’s set a date for our next
Commission Meeting. That is three (3) weeks, so that
should give them an ample opportunity to call a meeting
with the neighbors. I do not know if this can be delayed
indefinitely because of what the County Attorney is telling
us.

President Carl: The biggest fear I have is as I
understand, the traffic flow at that intersection is
horrible. Unless we plan to improve the intersection and
widening before this is built. We are going to have this
volume of traffic three (3) to five (5) years before we get
our road widening there. That is the real issue here, the
traffic flow. That’s my opinion. The neighborhood may
have a different spin on it, but for me, it’s the traffic
flow.

Nayyer Mahdi, Grants Director: Commissioner, this was
in front of the Commission several months ago. This is a
part of the Alabama Housing Tax Credit Project. An
underwriting has been done on this and the developer did
contact the community. We have it on record.

Gina Danzey: They did not contact us. Nobody in our
community has heard anything, so that is not true.

Commissioner Ludgood: I think she is saying what was
represented to her and maybe what we need do, Nayyer, is
find out whatever that communication was.
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Nayyer Mahdi: By the developer? Absolutely.

Commissioner Ludgood: We need to see who was
notified, when they were notified, and all of that so we as
a Commission know what has been done.

Nayyer Mahdi: Will do. We have it on record.

Gina Danzey: I am just saying our subdivision is
directly behind that and nobody in our subdivision was ever
contacted. I do not know what subdivision y’all contacted.

Nayyer Mahdi: We did not. The developer did.

Gina Danzey: The developer did not contact anybody in
Livingstone Estates. It is why we are here.

Commissioner Hudson: What was the method of
communication? Did they do mail outs?

Nayyer Mahdi: They did mail outs, conferences at the
Senior Center, and they met people.

President Carl: Which Senior Center?
Nayyer Mahdi: Semmes Senior Center.

President Carl: For McFarland Road and Cottage Hill
Road?

Nayyer Mahdi: This is for the Lantana Trace, right?

Gina Danzey: I think you might be on a different
topic. The Semmes Senior Center is nowhere near us.

President Carl: That is seven (7) to nine (9) miles
away.

Commissioner Hudson: Semmes Senior Center is in my
district. We’re talking about President Carl’s district.

Nayyer Mahdi: I apologize. It is another project
that I am talking about. Lantana Trace did receive tax
credit money but it was not with our HOME funds. I
apologize. We are doing another project.

President Carl: I was wondering how I missed it that
bad.

Nayyer Mahdi: I apologize. We did have Lantana Trace
last year, but we did not finalize it.

President Carl: 1ILet’s do this. Let’s put this on
hold until I have had a chance to look at it. I would like
for the developer to prove to me they have reached out to
the neighborhood and we need a traffic flow system that
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will encourage people to want to move out there, not
discourage them from wanting to move out there. We have a
traffic nightmare going right now at that school. How many
units are we talking about?

Lee Rambo: It is only one (1) building and it is
fifty-six (56) units.

President Carl: That will be roughly one hundred
(100) more cars.

Lee Rambo: On the high end, yes. The units are not
large enough to accommodate two hundred (200) additional
vehicles for fifty-six (56) units. To my knowledge, all of
the engineering site-wise stuff has been addressed through
the County’s Engineering Department. We have addressed any
of the comments they had. We will reach out to you after
we talk to the developer to see if they had any private
communications with the surrounding development outside of
our knowledge. We will try to address any other questions
that you have.
